Joseph Donjon Locked Up in 
Jail at Washington. 



HE VOLUNTARILY SURRENDERS. 



He la the Man That Has Been Sending 
Threatening Letter* to a Namber of 
Prominent Public Men, Including the 
President— An explanation Which Is 
Mot Believed. 

Washington, Dec. 26.— Joseph Donjon, 
the man who has been writing threaten- 
ing letters to a namber of prominent 
public men daring the last two weeks, is 
in jail here. He walked into the detec 
tive bureau of James A. McDevitt yes- 
terday afternoon, asking for food. The 
doctor took him into a coffeehouse and 
had something prepared for him to eat. 
Meantime he questioned him and learned 
enough to fix his identity. He started 
toward the stationhouse with his man, 
and on the way met Detective Ned 
Weedon and George Boyd, in whose 
hands he placed him. 

It will be remembered that a letter 
from this man to Senator Mills a few 
days ago caused the Senator's so 
Charles H. Mills, to secure leave from 
the authorities to go armed for the pro- 
tection of his father. This was the cause 
of bringing the man's act* more promi- 
nent before the public. For several 
months past he has been writing similar 
letters to a number of prominent public 
men, among whom were Vice President 
Stevenson, Senator Gorman, Senator 
Mills, Senator Sherman and, as the man 
himself claims. President Cleveland and 
Secretary of War Lamont. 

As long ago as during the tight over 
the silver question in the senate Vice 
President Stevenson received letters al- 
most daily from Donjon, who was then 
in Newark. N. J. No attention was 
l«iid to them and they were consigned to 
the waste basket as fast as they arrived. 
The vice president yesterday received 
one which was dated from 304 Leigh 
street, this city. 

A namber of reporters were at the 
First precinct police station to see the 
the man, and he talked very freely to all 
of them. He is 28 years old, about 5 feet 
10 inches in height, weighs 180 or 1(H) 
pounds, is dark and sallow, has a greasy 
complexion, small dark mustache and a 
rather slonchy look about him. He has 
the drooping eye lids which usually ac- 
company a brooding and melancholy dis- 
position. The man s manner of relating 
his story gives amp\e evidence that he 
does not belie his appearance in this re- 
spect. He talks very rationally and with 
a rather studied effort, to avoid any ap- 
pearance of bitterness of the expn ssion 
of any anarchistic views. 

Donjon is an Australian by birth, and 
lays stress npon the assertion that he is a 
Catholic, and professes a decree of piety. 
His story is that he came to this country 
when he was 15 years old, and had been 
a telegraph oj)erator in the old country. 
He manifested considerable pride in his 
nationality, but denies with a spirit the 
public statement that he is a "Pollock." 
He gave np telegraphing when he came 
to this country, Because there was som 
slight difference in the instruments and 
in the alphabet. "Under those circum- 
stances, he oonHnned, "if I had neenred 
a job they would have sent me to some 
remote office in the far west where there 
are coyote and cougars and other danger- 
ous creatures." 

He became a bench moulder after he 
came here and claims to have worked for 
a time at Salem, O., as well as in the 
win-mil In at Johnstown at the time of 
the great flood there, but was in Pitts- 
burg on that particular occasion. Later, 
with Ids father and mother and brother, 
he went to Newark, N. J., and last May, 
having been longer out of employment, 
went west to Washington and Idaho and 
prospected for gold there. 

He tells a rather fearful tale of the 
dangers he encountered from rough 
miners In that country, and says that no 
man who was not willing to spend his 
earnings in drunkenness and debauchery 
was permitted to stay there. 

He went back to Newark, and claims 
to have been endeavoring to secure work 
there ever since. He says he lived with 
his father and mother and brother at 128 
Burnett street, This agrees with the ad- 
dress of the earlier letters received from 
him here. He claims that his father and 
brother went to Florida to take np lands, 
bat that he did not think it was worth 
while to go, as he could get nothing to 9o 
anywhere. 

With considerable emphasis he denied 
that he is an anarchist or socialist, or 
ever attended any meetings of those 
bodies, bat contends that he was prevent- 
ed from securing employment because he 
was not a member of the Knights of 
Labor or any other labor anion. 

As to the letters he has been writiug he 
claims that he was incited to write them 
by other tieople, receiving $100 for doing 
it. Asked as to the character of the per- 
sons who did this, he disclaimed that 
they were anarchists or that they formed 
any association. They ware merely 
private persons. 

He also denies that there were any 
threats in the letters he had written or 
any reference whatever to dynamite. "I 
never saw dynamite and would not 
know how to use it," he said. When 
asked what right he had to compose such 
letters at the bidding of other people he 
simply inquired: "What right nave yon 
to write down what I am telling you? It 
was simply a business I went into to 
make a living, just as you write news for 
the newspapers." 

He claimed that all that was contained 
in any of the letters was a proposition to 
each of the men addressed to forward 
bim the cost of transportation to Wash- 
ington and an offer to come on there and 
make a business pro]>osirion to them. 
TIub was after he found that there was 



no work to be had and he mtlmates that 
he had a plan to better affairs. As to 
what this plan is, he declines to say any- 
thing, but will probably make a state- 
ment of it later at his trial. 

The man came to Washington Satur- 
day from Baltimore. That night he ap- 
plied at the police station for lodging, and 
the officer in charge directed him to the 
municipal lodging house, next door to 
the station house, where he slept that 
night and sawed wood next morning to 
pay for his lodging. With reference to 
this, Donjon is very earnest in hifl as- 
sertion that it is the first time he ever 
slept in such a place. 

The Washington police had no de- 
scription of the man at that time in their 
possession. 

Sunday he fell in wfth a German on a 
bench in one of the public parks in thi» 
city. The man was drunk, but spoke 
some words of encouragement to him 
and told him that he was out of work, 
bat gave him a Quarter and hoped that 
he might soon find something to do. He 
thought the best thing he could do with 
the quarter was to get some postal cards 
and make another effort to 'secure an- 
swers from them to whom he had been 
sending. He took lodging at 804 Tenth 
street in this city and slept there that 
night. This is the address on the postal 
card received from him yesterday. 

His story' is that he waited alxrat this 
place all day waiting for some one to ap- 
pear in reply to his postal cards, but 
that no one came. He then determined, 
he says, to start out to look for Chief 
Drummond. He was very much dis- 
turbed and astonished at the character of 
the publications in the newspapers re- 
garding the letters he wrote from Balti- 
more lust week, but wanted to see the 
authorities and set himself right. With 
this in mind, he stopped at the det< c; ITS 
office of James A. McDevitt. He knew 
perfectly well that he would lie arrested 
when he gave himself up to the author- 
ities, bat this did not seem to disturb 
him. 

The man speaks very good English, but 
with a very strong German accent. He 
is evidently well educated and says he 
has spent much time in reading scientific 
works on electricity and chemistry and 
kindred topics. In reply to a (faestion, 
he said he had also read works on politi- 
cal economy and social science, but has- 
tened to add that the}- were not such as 
were given out by the socialists and an- 
archists associations in New York city. 

The police officials say that his hearing 
will be delayed several days. The letters 
from him, winch they have in th ir 
possession, do not contain threat* of a 
character that would be likely to make a 
case against him on that charge. It is 
believed, however, that threatemng let- 
ters can be secured from among the 
earlier on< s he sent if any of them have 
been preserved. If they have not it may 
be necessary to proceed against him on a 
charge of using the mails to defraud. 

The man tells a connected story, but 
the police pnt no faith in his assertion 
that he was incited to write the letters 
by other per sons. 

8TEAMER ON FIRE AT SEA. 

It Had to Be Sunk Before Beaching a 
Port— No Live* Lout. 

New York, Dec. 26.— Commodore 
Hughes, of the firm of James E. Ward 
& Co., was seen in reference to the re- 
port that the steamer Seneca, of the Ward 
line, had put back to Havana yesterday 
morning with a fire in her hold. Commo- 
dore Hughes stated that a cable dispatch 
hatl been received by the firm which con- 
veyed the information that the Seneca 
had caught fire in the lower hold just 
after leaving Havana. 

She was aliout 75 miles from port 
when the crew was startled by an ex- 
plosion. When they reached the deck 
the ship was in flames and the cry went 
up that a dynamite bomb had exploded. 
Immediately the wheel was put to star- 
board and the vessel put back to port. 
Then, having become exhausted, they 
appealed to Captain Stevens and asked 
him to abandon the ship. 

According to the cable he stood on the 
bridge and commanded them to return 
to their duty. Twice this action of the 
crew was repeated before the steamer 
made the 70 miles which brought them 
back to the island. 

The rigging was then ablaze and the 
efforts of the crew having been unsuc- 
cessful in subduing the flames the order 
was given by Captain Stevens to sink 
her. The seacocks were opened and the 
vessel filled in a short time. 

She lies, so far as the information of 
the agents of the Ward line gi>es, at the 
bottom of the bav near Havana. 

The cable says that the crew and pas- 
sengers are all safe on shore. 

Commodore Hughes says that he be- 
lieves the vessel to be in a position where 
she can be raised without much trouble

DEATH OF CH AUNCEY H. ANDREWS. 

He Wu a Millionaire llnllroad Operator 
and the F»ther of Mm. John A. Logan. 

Yovnostown, O., Dec. 26. — Chauncey 
H. Andrews, the millionaire railroad 
operator and coal and iron manufac- 
turer, died yesterday, aged 70. He leaves 
a widow and two daughters— Mrs. John 
A. Logan, Jr., and Mrs. Leslie C. Bruce 
of New York. 

Mr. Andrews was the pioneer in coal 
operations in the Mahoning valley and 
amassed a large fortune. He was largely 
interested in the iron industries and 
built the Pittsburg and Lake Erie, Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland and Toledo, Niles and 
New Lisbon railroads and several other 
lines. He had been dangerously ill for 
some time and his death was not unex 
pec ted. 

Chauncey H. Andrews was born in 
Vienna. Trumbull county, O., Dec. 2, 
1828. His parents were poor and he was 
earlv thrown on his own resources. Ho 
worked for sometime for his father in 
an old-time country hotel, but tiring of 
this, engaged in country storekeeping and 
failed sometime before the war. With 
Bmall savings he opened a coal mine near 
this city. The venture proved profitable 
and with the means obtained there ht 
opened other mines, and after the war 
engagt-d extensively in the iron business 

He made money rapidly, and reinvest 
edit as rapidly as made. Finally he com- 
menced railroad building. He was one of 
the leading spirits in projecting and 
building the Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
railroad and the road from here U 
Andover. 

Iu company with Gould and Fisk ho 
built the Niles and New Lisbon railroad 
and subseunently the line from New 
Castle to Akron, now alisorbed by Hit 
Baltimore and Ohio. Mr. Andrews 
leaves a widow and two daughters, on 
the wife' of John A. Logan, Jr., and tin 
other the wife of L. C. Bruce, proprietor 
of the well-known sporting paper, Turf- 
Field and Farm. Wallace Andrews 
brother in New York, and two sisters 
here survive him. He died several times 
a millionaire. 

Mrs. Logan, wife of the General, was 
a constant attendant at his bedside until 
be died. FnaenU will be held Wednes 
day at 2 p. m. 

EXPRESS M ESSEN GER ROBBED. 

Knocked Down By u Negro and a Pack 
aice or Money Stolen. 

Marshall, Tex., Dec. 26.— As Express 
Messenger A. F. McCulloch and F. Near- 
dalk were transferring their bushiest 
from the Texas and Pacific passengei 
train to th" New Orleans Pacific train at 
3 o'clock in the inorning, McCulloch was 
knocked down by a negro, who snatched 
a pouch from him arid ran. Neardall 
fired one shot at the robber as he fled 
but failed to stop him. He was pursued 
by officers as quickly as they could be 
notified, but made his escape. 

The robbery was committed on the 
depot platform, under the glow of elec- 
tric lights, while there were probably 100 
people standing around. Parties who 
saw the robbery differ as to the identity 
of the man, the majority saying ne was 
a very light mulatto, while others assert 
he was a white man. The express peo 
pie do not tell the amount secured, but 
it is estimattd at some fi.000 to |8,000. 

JUSTIFI ABLE M URDER.

W. B 
Rosser, an old citizen and well-to-d< 
planter of Rosser 3tation, two miles 
south of Howell, was attacked by Will 
iam and John McLean, two brothers, 
who hail sworn to kill him. 
• William McLean advanced with a 
dirkknife when Rosser shot him through 
the heart, killing him instantly. He 
then turned upon John McLean and fired 
one shot, which tore off the side of his 
face. John ran and Rosser left. He is 
supposed to be with friends and will give 
himself nrj. as he appears to be thorough-

RUSSIA'S TARIFF. 



It Bm Been Lowered by a Commercial 
Treaty With Germany. 

London, Dec. 26. Dispatches to the 
Exchange and the Pall Mall Gazette 
from St. Petersburg confirm the rejiort 
that a Russo-German commercial agree- 
ment has been entered into. By the 
terms of the agreement Germany lowers 
her duty on Russian rye and oats to the 
level of the Austro-Gennan tariff, while 
Russia reduces her tariff of 1891 on Ger- 
man iron, tin, machinery and agragarian 
implements by from 10 to 20 per cent. 

Russia also reduces her tariff on land- 
borne coal to the level of the tariff on 
sea-borne coal. The tariff on iron and 
steel rails is unchanged. The German 
duties on grain, other than rye and oats, 
have not been decided npon. A settle- 
ment of the whole question is neverthe- 
less likely. 

Fire In Blrmlnghnm. 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 26. — About 11 
p. m. last night fire broke out in a large 
one-story structure fronting on Twen- 
tieth street and the railroad track, and 
for a while it looked as if the entire 
block would burn. Hard work and con- 
tinuous streams of water kept the devas- 
tating element from total destruction. 
The building was used by Summons, 
Durham & Co. as a cotton warehouse, 
and by the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad company, two clothing 
establishments and two Italian restaur- 
ants. In the cotton warehouse were 
about 35 bales of cotton, which were 
consumed. The estimated loss will 
reach $50,000 ; insurance about *20,000. 

Ueneral Sprague Ueaa. 

Portland, Ore., Dec. 26.-- General 
John Sprague, a prominent citizen and 
veteran of the civil war, died at his home 
in this city last night. 



■alf a Million Dollaro u 
erty Destroyed. 

San Francisco, Deo. 26. — A fire broke 
out in the block bounded by Clay, Com- 
mercial, Sansoms and Leidesdorff streets 
and in a few minutes one of the biggest 
fires of the year was raging. The block 
is composed of some of the oldest brick 
buildings in the city and was occupied 
by The Call and Bulletin newspai>er offi- 
ces; Francis, Valentine & Co., printers; 
the Bosqui Printing and Engraving com 
pany; Blake, Moffit & Towne's paper 
warehouse; E. J. Shattnck & Co.. ink 
manufacturers; the Commercial Steam 
Power company, and numerous smaller 
concerns. Every engine in the city was 
called out and it was over two hours be- 
fore the fire was out. 

A large portion of the block was total- 
ly destroyed. The Bulletin's editorial 
and composing rooms are a complete 
wreck and The Call's presses were in 
jured by water, but the fire will not in- 
terfere with the publication of the pai>ers. 

It is estimated that the damage will 
reach half a million. The principal losses 
are Valentine & Co.. printers, loss $100,- 
000, insured $25,000; E. J. Shattuck & 
Co., ink manufacturers, loss $10,000: 
Bonqui Engraving Comnanv. loss $iir> ,000, 
insured $7,000; Blake, Moffitt & Towne. 
paper dealers, loss $50,000, insurance $10,- 
000; Union Advertising Company, loss 
$10,000; Call and Bulletin, loss $10,000, 
fully insured; Loss on buildings, $100,- 
000. There are a large number of minor 
losses, which bring the total up to nearly 
half a million. 

STOCK S TABLES~ BURNED. 

Twenty-two Valuable Horses Perlahed In 
the Flame*. 

Kittannino, Pa.. Dec. 26.— Fire de- 
stroyed the stables on the Keystone stock 
farm owned by Bowser Bros., of Manor 
township. Twenty-two homes were 
cremated, some of which were the finest 
stock in western Pennsylvania. The fol- 
lowing horses were among those lost: 
Chamurina, 2.28 1-4; Montaigne. 2:27 1-4: 
Juanita, 2:29 1-4: Halleck. half mile, 
1:19; Ozelia and Mayor Mont. J. G. 
Wilkes and Jay Gee. lielonging to Major 
J. G. Beale, of Leeehlmrg. were also 
burned. All the others were blooded 
stock and were being developed for 
speed. 

The fire occurred alxnit 0 o'clock in the 
morning, and had gained such headway 
that nothing could be saved. Two nun 
were sleeping in the building. One es- 
caped only by jumping out of a window. 
The other man. Harvey Hartnian, ran 
out of the door, but was badly burned in 
doing so. 

The only theory as to the origin is that 
it w;is set on fire. Tracks of two men 
were fallowed through a field and 
around a barm Who they were is not 
known. There was no heating apparatus 
in the building. The loss is very heavy.

— At a 
dance at Rock Creek, near here, last 
night, Dave Evens and John Howell ap- 
peared for the purpose, as they said, of 
raising a disturbance and "doing up" 
George Barnard. They found Barnard 
and drew their revolvers, but Barnard 
was too quick for Evans, the spokesman, 
and sent a ball crashing through his 
month. 

Barnard's revolver only contained two 
cartridges and after firing the second 
shot he was at the mercy of his assail- 
ants, who emptied their revolvers athiin, 
Howell following him up mid shooting 
him until he fell dead. Frank Led I let- 
ter, a bystander, was shot in the thigh. 
Four bullets took effect in Barnard's 
body. Howell gave himself up and 
Evans walked to a house near by, where 
he lies in a critical condition. An old 
grudge is at the liottoin of the affair, oc- 
casioned by trouble over a woman. 

MRS. HARRIET HAYDEN DEAD. 



She Had Been Prominent In the Ami 
Slavery Movement. 

Boston, Dec. 26. — Mrs. Harriet Hay- 
den, widow of Lewis Hayden, died yes- 
terday at her home 64 Phillips street of 
an attack of pneumonia at the age of 74. 
Mrs. Hayden had a remarkable history. 
Born a slave in Kentucky she made her 
escape early in the forties into Michigan 
and lived for a short time in the city of 
Detroit. From that city she moved to 
Boston and became identified with the 
anti-slavery movement and her house on 
Phillips street became a rendezvous for 
fugitive slaves. 

John Brown held a meeting at her 
house with some of his associates prior 
to his departure for Harper's Ferry, and 
perfected some of his plans there. Mrs. 
Hayden was a warm persona) friend of 
William Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phil- 
lips, Charles Sumner and, in fact, all of 
the members of the anti-slavery society 
held her and her husband in the highest 
esteem. 

Investigating Into a Murder. 

Sullivan, Ind., Dec. 26.— The coro- 
ner's investigation into the killing of 
Hon. W. C. Hultz proceeds slow, the 
evidence l)eing all taken down in manu - 
script and signed by the witnesses. The 
disguise worn by the assassin was thrown 
into a pond and has been secured, also 
the gun. One witness has sworn that he 
recognized the murderer as he fled from 
the scene as Ex-Sheriff Willis. The as- 
sassin is in jail, but refuses to talk. His 
preliminary examination is fixed for 
Thursday.

BIG NAVAL BATTLE. 

It Will Soon Bo Fought Off the 
Brazilian Coast. 



BUT NOT OFF PENAMBUC0. 



The Nlrtheroy, President Pelxoto's Dyna- 
mite Gun Cruiser, Kails to Sea aud 
Will AttttRli Admiral Mrllo's War 
Ships as Soon as They Are Overtaken. 
A Change In the Situation of Affairs.

of affairs has very materially changed in 
this city within V— bust few hours. 

Until yeeterdav morning Pernambuco 
believed that its harlwr was to Is- the 
scene of the first big naval battle between 
the Republica, Admiral Hello's best war 
ship, and the Aquidaban. her companion 
reliel ship, on the one side, and the 
Nictheroy, President Peixoto's dynamite 
gun cruiser on the other. 

This belief was amply justified by the 
report received a few days ago on ap- 
parently good authority that the Repub- 
lica and the Aquidaban has bsjSJO seen off 
the Brazilian coast headed northward 
and apparently bound tor IVrmunbuco, 
as if to take tho Nictheroy by surprise 
and compel her to fight withi nit a chance 
of putting to sea. 

The news received here yesterday 
morning changid the whole aspect of af- 
fairs. The rebel warshijw, it was then 
learned, were not on their way to Per 
nambuco, but, on the contrary, had 
sailed toward the mountainous and 
rugged island of Fernando de Noronha. 
where there is a large convict settle- 
ment. The island, despite its ragged- 
considerable fertility, and 
its several harliors, defended by forts, 
would enable Mello to make a vigorous 
resistance if attacked. 
■The revolutionary admiral's object in 
going to Fernando de Noronha, which is 
over 100 miles from the main coast of 
Brazil, is to compel so many ableliodi -d 
convicts as he can find in the settlement 
to go aboard his vessels and join their 
crews. It is said that he expects to se- 
cure not less than 1.000 men in this way. 

Upon the receipt of this news aboard 
the Nictheroy there was great activity 
noticeable. Members of the crew were 
sent ashore in small boats to search 
through the town for such of the Nicthe- 
roy's men as had been allowed leave to 
land and to hurry them back to the ship. 

The commanding officer of the Nic- 
theroy had apparently received full in- 
structions an to how he should act in 
such an emergency, and these instruc- 
tions, it is believed, were to the effect 
that if be liecame convinced that the re- 
port of the coining to Pernambuco of the 
Republica and the Aquidaban proved to 
be untrue and that these vessels instead 
of seeking were evading fight, he should 
lose no further time, but put to sea at 
once and force them into a naval contest 
for superiority. 

This view of the case proved to be cor- 
rect, for in the afternoon when all of the 
men belonging to the Nictheroy OTSW 
had been gotten alioard the government 
battleship, she weighed anchor, steamed 
ont to sea and pointed her BOM for the 
northeast. 

The Assoc iated Press correspondent is 
reliably informed that the Nictheroy s 
destination is the island of Fernando de 
Noronha. If this information is correct, 
the long-expect ed sea battle 1m t Ween the 
revolutionist and the government war 
vessels will in all probability be fought 
within a short time. 

USED THEIR GUNS TOO FREELY. 

Two of Chicago's Policemen Locked C|> 
Charged With Murder. 

Chicago, Dec. 26.— Officers Healey 
and Moran of the Deering Street station 
were locked up yesterday charged with 
the murder of Samuel Nelson, the pro- 
prietor of a small cigar store.

increase in the tax on the whisky in 
bond. They had figured that any in- 
crease of taxation would benefit them by 
increasing the value of every gallon of 
spirits in bond, every cent of an advance 
being reckoned as clear profit. There are 
now about 80,000,000 gallons of whisky 
in bond. The Secretary's recommenda- 
tion makes the owner pay the increase 
instead of gaining it, if they take the 
whisky out of bond after the law takes 
oflect. The ieeiings ot the dealers can 
w ell be imagined. This recommendation, 
should it be adopted, will put $8,000,000 
into the Treasury instead of the pockets 
of the distillers and holders.

"In England, at one time, the right to 
lay a tarill* on certain articles" says the 
Georgtown (O.) News-Democrat, " was 
sold to families, who adjusted the tax as 
their necessities and extravagance de- 
manded.

We don't quite sell the privi- 
lege of taxation to families, tinder the 
McKinley bill, but wo come very near it, 
We at least take the benefits arising

CbLORAD O'S LEGI SLATURE. 

II Da* Been Called to Assemble In Special 
Session. 

Denver, Dec. Ss6.— (rovernor Waltw 
lsst night issued the long-talked of call 
for a special session of the logislature to 
meet Wedntsday. Jan. 10, lb&! The 
call consists of about 5.000 words and 
mentions over HO subjects on which 
legislative action should be taken in the 
governor's opinion. 

The governor justifies nis proclamation 

S declaring that "the mining interests 
the state has been unjustly and uncon- 
stitutionally attacked by congress and 
the present administration; that the 
panic has so reduced values and increased 
burdens of taxation that agriculturists, 
fruit growers and stock raisers are 
obliged to sell their pnxlucte below the 
cost of producing them, and that the ex- 
traordinary remedies now granted to 
creditors in Colorado should be repealed. 

"Appealing to Almighty God for the 
rectitude of my intentions and willing to 
assume the entire responsibility of the 
act." the governor solemnly declares, "1 
do issue this my proclamation." 

The first "business" for the legislature 
suggested in the call is to provide that all 
silver dollars, domestic and foreign, con- 
taining not less than 851 1-4 grains of 
fine silver, shall be legal tender for all 
debts collectible in Colorado. 

The Governor also suggests the passage 
of an act forbidding the making of trust 
deeds, mortgages or obligations of any 
kind payable in gold, laws providing for 
the issuance of certificrtes of small de- 
nominations in payment for work on 
state canals, said certificates to be re- 
ceivable for water carriage and leasing 
or purchase of internal improvement 
lands and to be convertible after three 
years into f 100 certificates, repeal of all 
laws authorizing the issuance of munici- 
pal bonds and the enactment of a law to 
provide for the issuance of certificates of 
small denominations in payment for 
work on public improvements. The 
Governor also suggests many subjects of 
legislation affecting various local ' 
ests in the state. 



DOING S OF TR AMPS. 

Depredations Reported From All Tarts 
of Kantian. 

Topeka, Dec. 28.— R°port8 of depreda- 
tions committed by t rami* continue to 
come in from all parts of the state. 
Along the eastern and southern Iwrder 
they are tliick and generally travel in 
gangs of a half dozen. Railroad officials 
state that their freight crews have a great 
deal of trouble with them, and in many 
instances are threatened with assault if 
they insist on their leaving the trains. 

fhey are crowding into the larger 
town? of the state, where they say they 
will have the protection of the i>olice 
under the governor's order. Every day 
a number of traini* call at Governor 
Lewelling's office and l>eg for money 
with which to buy something to eat. 

The governor has found this such a 
burden that he is compelled to refuse 
further aid to them. Sunday niirht sev- 
eral tramps broke into the Methodist 
church and took a big supply of eatables 
which the ladies of the church had pre- 
pared for th e children.

Grand Forks, N. D., Dec. 26.— 
Charles Koch, a farmer living 10 miles 
south of Nyagara, left Larimore on Sun- 
day, the 17th. on foot for home. Not ar- 
riving as expected after several days 
search was instituted, and the body has 
just been found eight miles from the 
road. Evidently the man had lost his 
way in the storm and perished before 
finding shelter. 

The Paper Sold. 

City of Mexico, Dec. 26.— The exten- 
sive plant of El Democrat, a daily news- 
paper, which was confiscated by the gov- 
ernment several months ago. because of 
its opposition tendencies, has been do- 
nated to the orphans' asylum in this city 
by order of the First district judge. The

The |next moment there wa 
an explosion which could be heard mile* 
around and the boy was blown to pieces. 
Investigation showed that the boxes con- 
tained a large quantity of dynamite. 

Kansas Cltjr Comes First. 

Kansas City, Dec. 26.— At a meeting 
of the board of education yesterday the 
offer of the secretary of war in his annual 
report issued two weeks ago to furnish 
the public Bchools of the country a mili- 
tary attache who will instruct the 
scholars in military tactics and drills, 
thus placing them on a par with the uni- 
versities and colleges, was accepted. 
Kansas City is therefore the first city to 
avail itself of the offer. An officer from 
Fort Leavenworth will this week be de- 
tailed to the service. 

Further Trouble Feared. 

Wildwood, Fla., Dec. 26.— A diffi- 
culty between a white man and a negro 
this morning culminated in a riot last 
night, in which two white men were 
shot by negroes, one seriously, the other 
slightly wounded. The negroes congre- 
gated at some distance from town and 
the white men were shot from ambush. 
The names of the wounded men could 
not be learned. Further trouble is feared. 

Quarrels and Disorders. 

Amsterdam, Dec. 26.— The meeting of 
the so-called congress of Dutch socialists 
at Groningen yesterday evening, result- 
ed in violent quarrels and disorders. 
Eighty-six sections of the Socialist party 

were repre sented. 

Natlorial Park at Shlloh. 

Nashville, Dec. 26.— Colonel E. T. 
Lee. secretary of the Shiloh Battlefield 
association, holding a committee repre- 
senting the association, arrived here last 
night from Pittsburg Landing, Tenn., 
where they have been securing options on 
the land on which the battle of Shiloh 
was fought for the purpose of converting 
it into a national park. The committee 
have secured options on over 2,000 acres 
at reasonable figures and will urge con- 
gresB to purchase the land. 

Arabs Routed. 

Rome, Dec. 26.— A dispatch from Mas- 
sowali says that Colonel Arimondi, in 
command of the Italian forces, has ar- 
rived at Knfit, and reports that after the 
recent battle l>etween the Dervishes and 
the Italian, European and native troop, 
the Arabs fled in complete disorder 
towards Awasciat, closely pursued by 
the Italians. The Italians, after follow- 
ing the Dervishes for some distance, 
were recalled. 

Shook for Twonty Seconds. 

Bedford, Pa., Dec. 26.— Reports from 
various parts of this county indicate that 
Sunday's earthquake lasted 18 or 20 sec- 
onds. In many places houses were 
shaken to such an extent as to seriously 
alarm the inmates. The shock appears 
to have traveled in a southeasterly direc-
